Former tug Tipperary sank 
off Florida in 2014

I he lug Tipperary was upbound in 
•X. the Welland Canal, on its delivery 
trip to the Great Lakes, on May 25,1981. 

It worked out of the Detroit area for 
the Gaelic Tug Boat Co. until departing 
Detroit for New York as TiBy on Aug. 23, 
1990. 

This vessel was built for the Defense 
Plant Corp. in 1943 as D.P.C. 86 and was 
stationed at New York looking out for 
mines and submarines that might infil¬ 
trate the harbour during this time of war. 


It was sold to the Lewis Oil Co. to push 
its fuel barges on the Hudson River in 
1947 and served as Lewis No. 8. This 
continued until the ship came inland for 
work as Tipperarym 1981. 

Then, as Tilly, the vessel had several 
owners and the last occupant appar¬ 
ently a homeless man, lived on board 
the ship at a marina in Key West Fla. 

The unseaworthy vessel was evicted in a 
dispute with the marina, towed out to sea 
with the resident still on board on Feb. 21, 
2014, and anchored off Key West 
A few days later the tug sank in deep 
water as a total loss although the resident 
was rescued. Legal action was expected. 


Tackling poverty neighbourhood 
by neighbourhood in Niagara 


N iagara Region has put in place an 
annual funding program directed 
at resolving issues related to poverty. 

The program is known as Niagara 
Prosperity Initiative (NPI). Efforts began 
in 2006 when an Ontario Early Years data 
analysis co-ordinator facilitated com¬ 
munity focus group sessions across the 12 
lower-tier municipalities. At these sessions 
participants looked at m. 


Through consensus 74 neighbourhoods 
were identified and named. 

A neighbourhood mapping tool was 
created to measure a number of determi¬ 
nants of poverty and the mapping tool was 
then used to focus on the development of 
programs to address poverty. 

This NPI tool is available atwww. 
niagararegion.ca. You can click the NPI 
mapping tool and then click on any com¬ 
munity. Selecting a demographic will 
highlight most populated for that group in 
lighter to darker brown colours. Selecting 
an indicator w ill highlight in red areas 
where the issue selected requires attention 
as it is worse than the average. 

The demographics include: total popu¬ 
lation, sole support parents, immigration, 
children aged 0 to 14, population over 65, 
tenant-occupied dwellings and average 
gross rent The indicators include low 
income measure), unemployed, percent¬ 
age of income on rent above 30% and 
percentage of no high school education in 
ages 25 to 64. 

A team of reviewers is assembled from 


diverse members of the community from 
across Niagara including several regional 
councillors. A detailed marking scheme is 
provided for each reviewer and each pro¬ 
posal is reviewed by two or more review¬ 
ers. They present their review separately 
and then the group provides input Each 
project is accepted, modified or rejected 
and the originator is given feedback on 
why the proj ect was or was not accepted. 


far exceeds the funds available. 

The 2015 projects were distributed 
throughout Niagara and in the following 
categories: 10 Educational programs for 
children; three community gardens; one 
access to food; four life skills for adults; 

assistance with shelter; three job skiffs; 
two direct services and one for a research/ 
conference/seminar. 

Annually, $1.5 million dollars is bud¬ 
geted for this initiative. To date, 44 projects 
have been approved with a little more than 
$1.3 million dollars budgeted. These proj¬ 
ects will serve 7,453 people. 

All projects are reviewed throughout the 
duration of the project and a final report is 
submitted to regional council through the 
public health and social services commit¬ 
tee. As a Pelham regional councilloi; I have 
served for several years on this NPI review 
team and have had discussions with 
Pelham Cares about similar projects that 

might be considered for Pelham in future 
grant submissions.

NHS back in black for first time in 5 years

There were a lot of smiling faces at 
the annual general meeting of Niagara 
Health System last week. 

Ending the year with the organization's 
first surplus in five years will do that. 

The NHS recorded a surplus of $8.53 
million, which will be used to continue 
paying down long- and short-term debt, 
said Angela Zangari, executive vice-presi¬ 
dent of finance and operation of the NHS, 
after the meeting. 

The NHS has an annual budget of 
about $500 million. 

Zangari said the NHS ran a deficit of 
$450,000 last year, and the organization 


was planning to run a surplus on a regu¬ 
lar basis. 

“I truly get a sense in the Niagara 
Health System that everyone is aware 
and wants to make sure we are putting all 
our resources where it really matters the 
most, which is patient care and quality," 
said NHS board chair Dr. Barry Wright, 
who ran the meeting in the auditorium at 
St Catharines hospital. 

Over the course of the year covered by 
the report, the NHS had 30,039 admis¬ 
sions and maintained 722 beds. There 
were 2,846 births at its facilities, 5,760 
cataract surgeries and 20,576 MRI scans. 

The report said about 76% of NHS 
expenses are related to the provision of 
direct patient care for mpahent nursing
